If wa obllterata all Infor- 
mational and elaara only to that which 
pra(iaraa for making monay, wa are 
forced to advocate that almoat paml- 
cioua doctrine that monay counU for 
more than tha man. Thia wa ara not 
willing to accapt, even though iU fanga 
are aean too often clutching the ambi- 
tion-loving young man who courta place 
and power. Juat aa tha elementary ed- 
ucation Ala ona for good poaitiona, ao 
tha high aehool Ata ona for bettor plac- 
ea and higher thinga; for ha haa tha ex- 
panded menUlity that guaranteea a 
fuller enjoyment, wider knowledge and 
greater uaefulncaa. 

The Ananeial return alao la greater, 
for we moat eonaider thla in the light 
o( the apirit of commercialiam which 
pervadea the age. While the ntonetary 
eooaideration la remarkably batter, atill 
do wa alflrm that the greataat ratuma 
are in tha form of intenalAed comfort 
ami joy of aocial and domeatic life.
